NOTES ON AN 
OLD TIMETABLE 


AN interesting problem has popped 
up in a number of model contests 
of late, and the problem isn’t re- 
stricted to NMRA sponsored func- 
tions. Its a problem that will call for 
ever more skillful judging by the men 
whose job it is to pick out the top 
models in the various model contests. 

The problem is basically a moral 
one: should a superdetailed Japanese 
model be chosen superior to a com- 
pletely scratch built model. The 
answer isn’t easy, because we’ve seen 
scratch built models that have been 
terrible and we’ve seen Tenshodo and 
Kidder and other make Japanese 
models which have been painted and 
super detailed to the Nth degree. And 
therein the crux of the problem. 
Which modeler did the most work? 
Who is deserving of the top award, 
credit for which might go towards 
earning of a master modeler award. 
Read Jim Businger’s letter in the 
Safety Valve and we'll be happy to 
print any worthwhile suggestions in 
an early issue. 

Now we know why black and white 
photographers get steamed up when 
color slide makers come down with 
top honors: Kodak does most of the 
work. Yet not quite all. The slide is 
great only because the maker knew 
when to snap the shutter. This wasn’t 
chance. This was skill. The problem 
in model railroading is closely akin.

Rapid Transit 


by Paul & Leigh Matus 








Rapid transit lines already serve 
many of our larger cities and 
indications are that rapid transit 
will soon be serving countless 
more, bringing speedy, smog- 
free, traffic-free electric rail serv- 


ice to harried commuters.

APID transit is one unexplored 
R arena of modeling. The first 
thought that may come to many a 
mind is that rapid transit is unex- 
plored because it is very uninteresting 
—one of a number of misconceptions 
that amounts to a lack of knowledge 
of the prototype, no proximity to a 
rapid transit city, or both. But a care- 
ful breakdown of the attractions of 
rapid transit in the prototype—and 
the applicability of them to the layout 
—would uncover a surprising number 
of pluses that no other form of model- 
ing offers and very few flaws intrin- 
sic to it alone. Its long and unbroken 


i 


history, its eras of transition, its vari- 
ety of right-of-ways and equipment is 
often greater than in any other single 
rail division. The demands of its 
operations, its great junctions and 
enormous yards, the possible network 
of rapid transit, trolley and even 
trolley-freight operations (such as in 
Brooklyn and Chicago), promises a 
truly moving and limitless.layout. As 
such, it is worthy of inspection—deep 
inspection—by the modeler who is 
looking for something really exciting 
in a prototype. It allows great room 
for imagination and new and untried 
scenic ideas for the modeler a bit

jaundiced by the ordinary operations; 
or for the modeler with a minimum 
of room and looking for a maximum 
of operation to fit the almost non- 
existent space he may have available 
without creating a layout which is 
both meaningless and not at all on 
speaking terms with the prototype. 
The greatest virtue of rapid transit 
is that it serves people and they, un- 
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like cows and coal, will not wait a 
substantial amount of time for any- 
thing, especially on the way to work. 
Serving humankind is what fives 
traction its great vitality and is that 
which makes the layouts of traction 
modelers bustle with excitement and 
movement. These are prototypes for 
great planners and movers and this 
legacy is easily transferred to the 
modeler. Rapid transit is the multipli- 
cation of the planning and action of 
familiar trolley and interurban trac- 
tion, as it must move many more 
people. The fact that the area in 
which this movement is required is 
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limited serves to creat new problems 
which can only be solved in a layout 
alive with movement and trackwork. 

The breadth of. right-of-ways is 
nowhere greater than on rapid transit 
systems. Certainly, there is the pri- 
marily urban el and its compatriot, 
the viaduct; and the subways are an 
unforgetable operation. But they are 
more than generously balanced by 
the sweet woods through which the 


Staten Island Rapid Transit runs, 


the almost paradoxical grade cros- 
sings, the P&W track spanning the 
Schuylkill River in a scene familiar 
to western modelers; and the history- 
laden and varied right-of-way of the 
BMT Brighton Line. Over these right- 
of-ways have run, at one time or 
another, over a dozen varieties of 
equipment. 

Rapid transit right-of-ways will 
always be recognizable as rapid tran- 
sit alone. On the established layout it 
may be used for interurban and rail 
connections. It may even be employed 
as a service which takes commuters 
from your long-distance trains to 
some other spot in your urban com- 
plex. But skirting rapid transit is by 
no means to discover the attractive- 
ness of these operations. A system of 
rapid transit operations will add va- 
riety, new experience and a revital- 
ized look to a well-established pike. 

Rapid transit is traction and capable 
























‘of sharp curves and greater grades; 
‘the transition, from one to another 
is its own poetry. (One little shuttle, 
‘the Franklin Ave. Line of the BMT, 
‘though only four stations and one and 
one half miles long, begins in a con- 


crete-walled cut, moves into a foliated 


cut and passes rapidly from emback- 
ment to el.) 

Surface is the “common” right-of- 
way. From it the two right-of-way 
pairs may be spun off—the subway 
and cut or the embankment and 
elevated pairs. Of course, however 
limited surface rapid transit operation 
may be in the prototype, it is worthy 
of consideration as other than an easy 
or transitional right-of-way. The sight 


of from two to four hundred feet of. 


subway cars running on the surface, 
through a grade-crossing with all the 
trimmings is as good and unusual for 
the model layout as it is the prototype. 

The aforementioned pairing of 
right-of-ways is little more than a 
means of taking advantage of a 
similar level to provide two dissimilar 
right-of-ways without radical change 
of grade being a necessity. The follow- 
ing paragraphs should clarify the in- 
corporation of these right-of-ways 
and their value to the modeler inter- 
ested in diversity. 

The pairing of the cut and subway 
is a convenient and interesting opera- 
tion. The cut is versatile and may be

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used anywhere but on the_ spot 
furthest to the rear of your layout. 
The cut may be made by raising the 
general level of the land surrounding 
the cut (a common occurence on the 
prototype) while having the choice of 
two distinct styles of cut to suit your 
taste. The walled (concrete) cut is a 
most familiar one that can show off 
your genius for construction; the 
‘sloped earthen cut, while less com- 
mon, is a beautiful one if landscaped 
with trees, shrubs, and bushes (this 
is rarely a planned phenomenon in 
the prototype). It is easy to construct 
and allows a good view of your trains 
and right-of-way from many more 
angles than does its more formal 
counterpart. The cut may be used as 
a convenient, and even dramatic 
transition to a subway operation. If 
the cut would be run _ diagonally 
across your layout to enter into a 
subway it will creat a true effect 
that is just right for a unique view 
for the modeler or the observer. The 
view we speak of is an old favorite 
for rapid transit fans, trains entering 
or leaving a tunnel; a contrast that 
gives a hint of the interest of the 
subway operation. 





afford a very different view of your 
trains but contributes to the logical 
use and integration of the subway in 
your layout. Additional impetus may 
be given by taking one or a number 
of your trolley lines into your subway 
to run as a low-level local operation. 
The trolley-subway in Philadelphia 
operates on either side of the tracks 
used by conventional, high-level 
rapid transit equipment. Introducing 
trolleys to your subway at some inter- 
mediate point in the operation will 
add another dimension to the sub- 
way while providing a good excuse 
for the unusual underground trolley 
loop terminal adjacent to that for con- 
ventional rapid transit equipment; a 
splendid conclusion to your subway 
operation. 

The embankment at its most decor- 
ative is brilliant as a right-of-way. 
(There are Chinese Wall embank- 
ments, ideal for angering residential 
folks and creating a construction good 
for little more than handball.) Em- 
bankments are rarely very high but, 
in many ways they are the most im- 
pressive of right-of-ways for high- 
lighting the running appearance of 
your equipment. Generally they are

The subway is a place for a healthy 
imagination to run rampant. The mute 
tunnel, the lights and the girders, the 
lights in the trains, all set a tattoo of 
light and movement. While a subway 
may seem restricted, and therefore an 
illogical choice for a right-of-way, 
it offers many highlights that cannot 
otherwise be found in a conventional 
model railroad layout nor in many a 
prototype. A brightly-lit arcade in 
the subway station, the hazy tunnel 
lights and signals are just a part of 
the interest inherent in the subway 
right-of-way. Additional interest may 
be had by employing a curve that 
‘sweeps from your subway straight- 
away into a terminal station situated 
beneath some important central spot 
on your layout. Not only does this 
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about 15’ high, allowing clearance for 
vehicles to about 12’ above street 
level. 

The well upkept rapid transit em- 
bankment is a riding experience. The 
earthbed provides a smooth quiet ride 
and in the warm months, when tree- 
tops form a wall of foliage, it is ex- 
ceptionally scenic. However, the em- 
bankment can also be a simply func- 
tional and unadorned right-of-way 
when used to provide transition from 
surface, cut, or subway to an elevated. 

The elevated railway, rapid tran- 
sit’s oldest fixture, comes in many 
designs, each of which reflects a great 
deal more than meets the eye. The 
very first el, mentioned in our pre- 
vious article, was but a number of 
pillars in a row planted in the side- 


walks of the Ninth Avenue byway, 
Manhattan. The pillars of the first el 
were lengths of steel joined by bars, 
precariously supporting the tracks by 
means of a petal-like burst of steel. 
As the els developed and moved from 
the sidewalk to over the roadways, 
the elwork began to vary greatly; 
the pillars at their simplest were ‘H’- 
beams with simple supports for cross- 
girders to lattice-work on the most 
complex. Now that the tracks were 
not separated by the street, they were 
supported by a network of girders 
run from pillar to pillar and perpen- 
dicularly set girders beneath each 
rail supported by the cross beams. 
The girders beneath the rails took on 
many variations, as well, and include 
a basic ‘T’ girder to varieties of lattice- 
work in ‘V’ and ‘X’s’. 

Also peculiar to the embankment 
and el are the large structures that 
may be found on them; switch towers 
in a variety of sheds used by person- 
nel. On the els, a carryover structure 
from early age was to be found long 
after steam was abandoned: the water 
bridge. A simple setup of lattice work 
and hoses, the water bridge spanning 
the tracks, fed thirsty locos.

The modeler may take advantage 
of a rapid transit curiosity hinted at 
previously. “The level grade”, is a 
marvel of manipulation of land area. 

The Franklin Ave. Shuttle repre- 
sents the purposeful alteration of con- 
tours to make a feasible, level opera- 
tion. Perhaps the alteration of the 
flat land of Brooklyn along its right- 
of-way is best displayed by the fact 
the track passes under one street and 
above the one following it. Another 
example of a level right-of-way is 
on the IRT Broadway Line at 125th 
Street station and at the Dyckman 
Street station, both in Manhattan. 
These are not altogether man-made 
changes. The last Ice Age left many 
hilly areas in that borough and as a 
result the right-of-way passes from.

Once you have chosen the size of 
your layout, or that portion of your 
layout you wish to use for rapid tran- 
sit, and have sketched out the plans 
of your right-of-way, you must then 
weave the pattern of your system. Do 
you prefer a fully urban system, an 
urban to semi-urban system, urban 
joining suburban or any of a number 
of combinations? Will it be arranged 
as a loop “figure-eight” or point-to- 
point? Will there be shuttles, a trol- 
ley-freight connection? Perhaps you 
would prefer a radius system with all 
lines meeting at some great junction. 
Where is the place best suited to your 
terminal and yard? Does suburban 
rapid transit suit your plans and, if 
so, will it meet your rapid transit city 
lines at some outlying spot or join 
with the urban rapid transit system?

The company providing building 
components will be your friend for 
some time into the future. Parts from 
Selley, Walthers, Wagner, Northeast- 
ern, Kemtron and others will provide 
a great range of items that can readi- 
ly be fashioned into rapid transit 
articles. Colored and clear plastic will 
be a useful accessory and if you ever 
made pipe cleaner animals the trick 
you may have learned can be applied 
to wire to make any number of intri- 
cate constructions. In short, you can 
use every trick you have gathered 
from experience or imagination. 
Accessories designed, or just right 
for rapid transit applications include 
prototype el car gates in brass from 


Kemtron in HO scale, available after 
two prototype styles. In “O” scale, 
Wagner has a large wheelbase PCC 
truck similar to those used on many 
post-war rapid transit cars. Prototype 
elevated structure parts and signals, 
as well as smaller rapid transit acces- 
sories, are being prepared or are al- 
ready available from Silver Leaf 
Rapid Transit Models. 

In actual rapid transit car models, 
Silver Leaf is currently developing 
its line, which now includes the New 
York City BMT Standard 67’ subway 
car and Chicago’s 6000 series PCC- 
style cars, both made in Japan of 
brass and fully detailed. Also avail- 
able from Silver Leaf are el cars in 
kit form made of wood with metal 
parts according to the needs of the 
kit. All of these models are available 
in HO scale only thus far, “O” scale 
is promised shortly. 

Ken Kidder has two models appli- 
cable for rapid transit use. The latest 
is the articulated low-level-loading 
San Francisco Key System car, now 
available in HO scale; and the 70’ 
Japanese National Rwys. suburban 
coach, also HO scale. Both models are 
made in brass in Japan. 

Model Tramways System will have 
the Electroliner of the North Shore, in 
HO which now provides suburban 
rapid transit service on the Philadel- 
phia & Western mainline as the Lib- 
ertyliner. 

You will find that urban trolleys 
are excellent companions to your 
rapid transit cars. Model Tramways 
has a Brooklyn trolley of about the 
same vintage as Silver Leaf’s BMT 
Standards, and a new Peter Witt. Ken 
Kidder is always a reliable source for 
a number of urban trolleys, particu- 
larly in “O” scale. 

Rapid Transit information is scarce. 
Silver Leaf, has publications with 
prototype pictures and information 
geared to the modeler and his layout. 
Prototype information, generaliy of 
the newsy sort, but helpful to the 
modeler is available from the Electric 
Railroaders’ Assn., 145 Greenwich 
Street. New York, N. Y. 


Several open end rapid transit type 
car plans and other photos are found 
in “Traction Planbook,”’ by RMC’s 
publishers. 

Before going further into some 
specifics of planning rapid transit, a 
word of caution. There will be many 
quality, ready-to-run items on the 
market for you in future years. Now, 
however, things are a bit on the lean 
side and your reliance upon your own 
resources, imagination, skill, crafts- 
manship will be very important. 
Everything you may want to know 
before and during planning your 
operation cannot be covered in one 
fell swoop by magazines and publica- 
tions. 

So, before exercising your imagina- 
tion or craftsmanship give a thought 
to the future of your layout as well 
as its present. We often hear of a 
modeler who is rushing into building 
a specific right-of-way exclusively, 
or some particular operation, system, 
line or era. 

Plan now for those lines you may 
want to add, those right-of-ways you 
want to widen, those operations you 
may want to include. Keep in mind 
that rapid transit mixes eras with ease 
in the prototype and many types of 
equipment have run simultaneously 
on one right-of-way. The old very 
rarely disappears altogether in rapid 
transit, rather it is eased out. 

A well-planned layout need not 
date itself. If you are worried that 
your right-of-ways as planned now 
may outlive their uses go right ahead 
and make them. A change in the type 
of right-of-way you have begun with 
may turn out to be one of the more 
interesting aspects of your layout. 
Knocking down a cut wall to add a 
new line may actually result in a 
scene you will want to keep partially 
built. A “temporary operation” made 
permanent by the halt in construction 
might be served by some favorite old 
el cars. The permanently temporary 
operation is also true to prototype— 
ask any New Yorker. Rapid transit 
“under construction” is something al! 
in itself.

Thanks to the Mass Transit Act 
(which does not appropriate a great 
deal more funds to develop transit 
throughout the U.S. than goes into 
everyday highway capable of moving 
only a fraction of the people that 
could be carried by a rapid transit 
line at a lower cost per head per 
passenger mile rapid transit may 
make its debut in many U.S. cities by 
the end of this decade. The ten times 
proposed Second Avenue subway for 
Manhattan may even be built.

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epee in the prototype man- 
ner is, to a rapidly-growing num- 


ber, the most interesting part of 
model railroading. Trains -running 
through realistic scenery are nice but’ 
trains, schedules, and track are mere- 
ly tools to move freight and pas- 
sengers. If we are to duplicate proto- 
type operation we must base our car 
movements on this objective which 
means every car moved must have 
a purpose. An empty car can be 
moved from storage to a _ shipper’s 
spur and a loaded car can be de- 
livered. But in no case are cars put 
in trains just for the sake of running. 
Somehow we must create the orders 
of shippers and a system to assure 
that cars are moved to meet these 
orders. 

In 1950, when the Summit-New

Providence HO Railroad Club ex- 
amined the known means of car ac- 
counting such as Frank Ellison’s card 
system and the waybill riding the car, 
conditions at the Club caused the 
development and use of the Richard 
W. Taylor list system. Publication of 
Roy Dohn’s DIGIT system renewed 
interest at the Club in the waybill- 
on-car systems. After 13 years ex- 
perience with the list system we are 
aware of its difficulties. The waybill 
on the car offered a possible solution. 

The chief element of any waybill- 
on-car system is the waybill itself. In 
the DIGIT system the waybills are 
typed cards held onto the car by 
clips. Because adding clips is un- 
acceptable at the Club where equip- 
ment owned by many members is 
operated, a self-attaching waybill is

required. Further, reading typed let- 
ters from normal distances seems im- 
practical on the Delaware. A color 
code was found to be readable -how- 
ever. In addition to being color-coded 
and self-attaching, the waybills must 
be inexpensive and easy to produce. 
All these requirements are met by 
adhesive wire markers such as those 
made by Brady. These markers are 
%4”x1%” and come 36 to a card. 
They are available in the standard 
decimal color code used for elec- 
tronic parts (black=0, brown=1, to 
white=9). This is a good code for 
the Club as most destinations are 
numbered, for example the Baldwin 
Feed spur at Murray Hill is No. 1. 
The non-numbered destinations are 
storage, team and house tracks and 
for them black, 0; grey, 8; and white, 
9, are assigned as these numbers are 
not otherwise used for destination 
tracks. 

But before one worries about the 
track, the car must get to the proper 
station. With ten or less stations a 
color could be assigned to each but 
the Summit-New Providence Club 
already has more than ten and plans 
a total of 26. So, as shown in Fig. 1, 
the railroad is divided into desti- 
nation districts. The basic wire-mark- 
er then is the color of that district. 
we call it the body color. 

Each station within a district is 
numbered from east to west starting 
with 0 as shown in Fig. 1. In the 
Club’s case Newark is not numbered 
as there are no freight destinations 
there and Lamington is considered 
a spur from Oldwick Junction. The 
station indicator is a %4” length cut 
from a wire marker of the appropri- 
ate color and stuck to one end of 
the waybill. The station color is 
called the tip. The track marker is 
another %” length of the proper 
color stuck at the center of the way- 
bill. This is called the dot. Some may 
recognize the terminology as that of 
the old resistor code. Fig. 2 shows 
some typical waybills. Obviously 
when the tip or dot color is the same 
as the body, nothing need be added. 

In use these waybills are pressed 
lightly on top of the car. They ad- 
here well enough so there is no 
danger of them falling off but not 
so tightly they will damage the fin- 
ish or be hard to remove. We have 
found they can be used ten or more 
times before the adhesive picks up 
so much dust the waybill will not ad- 
here. 

Just having waybills is not enough, 
they must get on the right cars. So 
before operation starts a Station List, 
as shown in Fig. 3, is filled out for 
each station. The reporting marks, 
type, and location of each car to be 
moyed are entered on the list. Car 
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numbers are used only if a conflict 
exists. Then the cards carrying the 
waybills are passed around, appropri- 


ate destinations are selected for each 


car and a corresponding waybill 
stuck to the Station List opposite the 
car entry as indicated in Fig. 3. Now 
we have all the information neces- 
sary to move the car—what car, 
where it is now, where it is going 
and when. This completes the only 
writing required by the system. 

When the ready time of a car 
passes, its waybill is transferred from 
the station list to the car itself. The 
photograph of Fig. 4 shows the ap- 
pearance of waybills on cars. When 
two cars have the same destination 
and ready ‘time, one waybill can be 
attached between the two cars. Since 
all cars to be moved have waybills 
and all other cars do not, the rather 
difficult task of identifying the proper 
cars and then remembering them 
through the switching moves is 
eliminated. This is an important ad- 
vantage which would not be present 
if the waybills were all placed on the 
‘ears initially. Of course some cars 
may be ready at the time operation 
starts, 8:30 in our case, and their 
waybills are placed directly on the 
cars with no notation being made on 
the Station List. 

Since the Summit-New Providence 
Club has many members, it cannot 
be expected that every member will 
remember every destination track. 
Although cars cannot be sent to a 
non-existent track as no such waybill 
will exist, a stock car could be sent 
to a coal pocket. To assure reasonable 
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selections of destinations, a chart 
(part of which appears in Fig. 5) is 
located at each station. This chart 
shows the color code for each operat- 
ing destination and what car types 
are preferred or excluded at that 
track. 

The cars to be moved will eventual- 
ly be picked up by a train of the 
proper direction. The waybill pro- 
vides all the necessary information 
to carry the car to its proper desti- 
nation including passing through any 
interchanges. Finally the car reaches 
its destination and is spotted. Its 
waybill is then removed and placed 
on the receiving strip, one of the 
strips on which the markers came. So 
at the end of the operating session 
all waybills of delivered cars will 
be on the receiving strips at the 
various station. It is these receiving 
strips which are passed around at 
the beginning of the next operating 
session so the waybills can be used

on the new movements. Cars not de- 
livered retain their waybills and will 
be delivered at the next session, even 
if they are moved around in the 
meantime. 

As a mechanical aid in this system, 
small “desks” have been installed at 
the stations. Fig. 6 is a photograph 
of the one at Summit. On its top sur- 
face is taped the current time table 
and the destination chart, the latter 
being covered with plastic. Since the 
chart is not needed once operation 


starts, the Station List is placed di- 


rectly over the chart. The waybill 
collecting strip is slipped under the 
chart. One end of this strip can be 
seen projecting in the photograph. 
The pigeon holes under the top are 
for trouble reports made during 
operating sessions. 

At the Summit-New Providence 
Club no attempt is made to dis- 
tinguish between empty and loaded 
cars as the same switching proced-

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ures are used in either case. If this 
distinction ever becomes of im- 
portance a white indicator will be 
placed on the waybill from the op- 
posite end from the tip to signify a 
loaded car. 

Most cars make only one move 
during an operating session but this 
system lends itself well to multiple 
moves. For example a car could be 
taken from storage at Dover and 
delivered to an industry at Easton 
for loading then moved to the team 
track at Murray Hill and finally go 
into storage at Summit. It is only 
necessary to pile up the appropriate 
waybills in the proper order and rule 
that a car must remain at an inter- 
mediate destination an appropriate 
interval, say 30 minutes. The inter- 
mediate waybills are taken off at 
their locations exactly as if they 
were the only waybill. Another ef- 
fective use of multiple waybills is 
an LCL car which moves from house 
track to house track along one of 
the lines. If such a car becomes a 
standard routing, it might even be 
‘desirable to have a special waybill 
for it. ; 

A useful and interesting applica- 
tion of these waybills is for bad- 
order cars. If a car develops trouble 
in operation, its waybill is transferred 
to an available car of the same type 
to simulate transfer of loading and 
a bad-order track waybill is placed 
on the car. These bad-order waybills 
‘are kept at each station stuck to the 
side of the “desk.” They can be seen 
in Fig. 6. Bad-order waybills are for 
the nearest bad-order track to that 
station and are not removed from 
the cars until they are repaired. 

Experience with this new system 
is measured in months rather than 
years but it is quite apparent it is 
far easier to learn than our previous 
list system. It appears that the self-

on the Victoria Northern, the way- 
bill-on-car system greatly increased 
the number of cars handled on the 
Delaware during an operating ses- 
sion. Whether the waybills are ob- 
jectionable in appearance is a matter 
of opinion but the concensus at the 
Club agrees with Roy Dohn’s state- 
ment that they are acceptable. 
Although not part of this waybill 
system, a change in procedures sug- 
gested by John Allen was instituted 
at the same time and found to be a 
great improvement. Instead of oper- 
ating and working on alternate weeks 
the Club now operates every Wednes- 
day and Friday for two months then 
works twice a week for two months. 
Anyone wishing to see, or join in, 
operation is welcome to visit the 
Summit-New Providence HO Rail- 
road Club, Inc. at any meeting in 
March, April, July, August, Novem- 
ber, or December.

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Wille switches are part of the 
track, they are so much a factor 
in smooth operation of HO or any 
gauge that I have put them in a 
separate article. In a negative sense, 
switches can be the cause of much 
bad operation. For this reason, I like 
to see them omitted or kept at a 
minimum on any layout designed pri- 
marily for exhibition. Even on a 
home layout, some restraint should 
be exercised in the placement of 
switches as well as in their use. 
Fortunately most of the commercial 
switches available today are remark- 
ably well engineered and are reason- 
ably trouble free. Its just an 
inevitability that a moving machine, 
such as a switch, requires mainten- 
ance for best operation. Insufficient 
maintenance causes derailments, as 
do oversized or feathered flanges, 
cars with trucks or couplers off cen- 
ter, low hanging coupler pins or draft 
gear, light cars running with overly 
heavy all-metal cars.

Let us examine a typical model rail- 
road switch (fig. 1) which you can buy 
at any hobby shop completely fab- 
ricated. You can buy them completely 
assembled ready to drop in place or 
in kit form. If it comes assembled, 
it is stapled to fibre ties or is spiked 
to wooden roadbed. If it is in a kit, 
it consists of loose rail sections which 
you have to spike down yourself us- 
ing a track gauge and a spare truck 
plus some care. Some switches also 
come assembled, held together with 
top straps of brass which must be 
unsoldered after the switch has been 
spiked in position. 

We have straight and curved stock 
rails on the outside of the switch, 
closure rails inside the switch which 
cross at a frog. The points are the 
movable parts of the switch, divert- 
ing a train from one track to an- 
other. Guard rails keep wheels from 
being led astray by the frog, and 
wing rails finish the frog. 

Ahead of the points (on this draw- 
ing) you’ll see another guard rail 
which I call a “house-top,” not usual- 
ly found on switches and usually not 
necessary. Read on. 

Notice that this unit switch inserted 
in your layout requires the, services 
of 8 rail-joiners. Of course at each 
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The trick to good operation is to make 


sure that all your switches are in top mechanical 
condition. Here are suggestions which should help you keep —— 
your switches in virtually trouble free, good operating condition. 


of these joiners there is a joint in the 
rail which, as explained in Part I, 
will give the train a joggle at the 
very least. A train passing through 
this or any switch will get joggled 
by five of these rail-joiners, by the 
frog, and by the tip of the switch 
point which very often provides not 
quite the smooth transition drawn. 
Elimination of as many of these 
joggles as possible will help smooth 
out operation. Tru-Scale switches 
(Ready-Track, Tru-Switch, Constant- 
Duty) have a one-piece frog/closure 
rail/wing-rail assembly which swiv- 
els on a pivot as in fig. 2, thus get- 
ting rid of point/closure-rail joint, 
and minimizing the dip at the frog 
caused by the wheel crossing the 
flangeway of the other track. Some 
custom-made switches do away with 
the point/closure-rail joint by having 
a piece of rail there. Since custom 
switches are usually very long (i. e. 
#6-8-10-12, etc.) this works out to 
some slight increase of stiffness of 
the switch which should not be too 


much for a good switch machine to’ 


overcome. Both Atlas regular (all- 
rail frog), Custom-Line, and Snap- 
Switches (both with insulated frogs) 
do not actually have rail joiners 
there, but do have a rail joint, kept 
in line by the way the points are 
pivoted. Sometimes adjustment, by 
bending the heel of the points with 
pliers is required to line these up 
better and avoid much of a joggle. 

You can get rid of the six rail- 
joints at the ends of the switch, over 
four of which every train must pass, 
by making your stock rails as part 
of other track. Obviously, even on 
this drawing, both straight and curved 
stock rails could be continuous, run- 
ning right on through the switch. 
The rail-joiners here are just little 
excrescences on the rail which I 
have to point out to you. They are 
nuisances, sites of bumps to the train, 
and: can be eliminated if some thought 
and trouble are taken during con- 
struction of the layout to run these 
rails right on through. Yes, commer- 
cial switches can be so used, simply 
by removing the short stock rails and 
putting in long ones, as needed, when 
you lay the switches. It is high time 
that some manufacturer—probably a 
small one—started supplying point/ 
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closure-rail/frog assemblies in the 
different switch frog #s, along with 
tie-rods and throw-rods, and let 
model rails who desire smooth opera- 
tion make their own switches with a 
minimum of filing of rails to make 
frogs and points. 

Switch points should be filed or 
ground to a taper, to fit snugly against 
their stock rails. In fig. 1 and 3, you'll 
note that the base of the rail so cut 
is retained all the way out to the. 
point. The base is filed away on the 
side that will touch the stock rail. 
The rail head, which overhangs the 
web (or thin middle part) of the rail 
is filed away to a taper with the out- 
side base, while the head on the in- 
side of the rail should be tapered just 
for last inch or so, down to the thick- 
ness of the web, and a little less. 
Really switch points should come to 
a knife edge, though for production 
reasons commercial switches usually 
are not that sharp. That they work 
well sometimes, is really remarkable. 
I suggest that you rework your 
switch-points with file or hand motor 
tool grinding wheel to be very sharp. 

Even at that, the flange on a wheel 
may butt against a switch point, 
whether sharp or dull, and bump, 
possibly derail. A simple solution to 
this is to add the extra guard rail or 
“housetop” just ahead of the switch 
points, so as to pull the set of wheels 


away from the point that keeps get- 


ting butted—in fig. 1. 

Due to variations in assembly or 
distortion by handling, you may find 
one switch point riding up, thus pre- 
senting a definite bump to wheels. If 
you cannot fix this otherwise, then 
grind the point down to rail height, 
with a motor hand tool. 

The gauge, all the way through a 
switch, should be kept at exactly 
what it should be—16.5 mm. for HO, 
1%” for O, ete. A loose truck is a 
help in keeping this but a good track 
gauge, of which there are several 
makes on the market is the only real 
gauge keeper you can get—of course 
you can measure with a ruler, a pro- 
cedure not to be sneered at. As you

know if you have any experience at 
all, track gauge can vary a fraction 
of an inch or millimeter without hav- 
ing wheels ride or pop up due to too- 
narrow gauge, or drop inside due to 
too-wide gauge. But ideally gauge 
should be kept accurate. Then if it 
does widen or narrow from warpage 
or work elsewhere on the track, you 
have a little margin for error. On a 
switch, track gauge most often goes 
out on the area between frog and 
heel of points, between the stock 
rail (curved) and the closure rail. 

When a frog has been made of all 
rail, as in the drawing, your every 
wheel will take a slight “drop” as it 
crosses the opposing flangeway. This 
would be less on a #8 switch than on 
a #4 because the angle would be 
sharper. An 80” steam loco driver 
would bounce less than an 18” dia- 
meter hand-car wheel. The way to 
lick this is to fill both flangeways of 
the frog in with hot solder. After it 
has cooled and you’ve filed the top 
smooth, file out or grind out the 
flangeways to the depth of the 
flanges you are using. 

Ideally, a model railroad wheel 
should ride through a frog with al- 
most no joggle on its flanges, with the 
tread raised off the rail just the least 
little bit. This is, in theory, what is 
behind the flangeways on the in- 
sulated frog switches: Snap-Switches, 
Custom-Line Switches. These switch- 
es also have a plastic guard rail 
molded into the tie/track-base plastic 
the correct distance apart. Aside from 
the electrical advantages and dis- 
advantages of insulated frog switches, 
I’ve found that over a period of many 
years—three to five—they start caus- 
ing derailments at the frogs. Wheth- 
er this is caused by erosion of the 
plastic by the passage of thousands 
of wheels, or by warpage, I have not 
been able to figure out. I do know 
that on many such switches, I have 
had to cut out the plastic guard rails 
(separating disc in a motor hand 
tool) and install metal guard rails. 

If you are using the “standard” 
rail for your gauge—code #100 for 
HO, code #172 for O—you’ll find that 
flangeways work out correctly if rails 
are placed base to base—guard rail 
against stock-rail, wing-rail against 
frog. For non-standard rail sections 
for your gauge, of course, measure- 
ments must be made; but I figure 
that if you are making your own 
Switches from smaller rail you must 
be smart enough to be aware of that! 
The ends of the guard rails can be 
bent out slightly, but it looks a little 
better if you simply bevel the inner 
corners so that flanges are deflected 
into the flangeway. Guard rails may 
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be spiked down as shown, with no 
spikes between guard and stock rails. 
Or, if there must be spikes there, the 
guard rail should be notched with a 
file to clear them. Guard rails may 
also be cemented down, but you must 
run a truck through with careful side- 
pressure away from the frog, before 
the cement has dried. If you think a 
guard rail a little higher than the 
stock rail is required, use two brads 
instead of all the spikes, solder the 
guard rail to the brads, then pry it 
up as much as you dare. In peculiar 
situations this may help, but watch 
out for low-hanging diesel gear- 
boxes as they may strike it.

Now as to control of switches. 
You’ll find that the average model 
rail prefers to operate all his switch- 
es by remote control, usually by 
means of switch machines (or motors 
as they are sometimes called), some- 
times by means of choke-rods, rod- 
and-lever systems, etc. Many real 
railroad switches are hand-thrown 
when they are used rarely—into sid- 
ings, etc. You might give this a 
thought when it comes to unim- 
portant switches within easy reach of 
your operating location—to a factory 
siding in the corner of the layout, to 
a “junk track” used to hold bad-order 
equipment, and even on a small rail- 
road to the yards, to the enginehouse. 
There is a great saving in money 
and also in wiring and maintenance. 
But, as I say, model rails seem to 
prefer remote control. 

At one time, installing a switch 
machine meant subterranean work 
under the layout table, which often 
ended up with strained eyes from the 
gloom, a stiff neck from looking up, 
weary arms from reaching up, and 
burns most anywhere from dropped 
hot solder. Now there are several 
makes of switch machines which are 
meant to be top mounted, some right 
next to the switch as real railroads 
do. Even the machines that seeming- 
ly must be put underground, can be 
put on the surface if they are located 
some distance back from the track 
under a_ building or removable 
scenery. These can be connected to 
the switch even with other tracks 
intervening by means of a_ long 
square-U of stiff wire ducked down 
‘and up through slots in the table as 
in fig. 6. It is so much easier working 
above-ground. Under-table switch 
machines tend to get less maintenance 
and are therefore the cause of more 
trouble than top-mounted ones. 

Switch machines should of course 
throw the switch points completely

and hold them over, either way, with 
a slight spring-pressure. Thus the 
points will make good contact with 
their stock-rails with two good re- 
sults: (1) an engine or car will not 
“split the switch” and go the wrong 
way on the ties and; (2) good elec- 
trical contact will be made, for with 
all-rail frogs the switch points are 
sometimes relied on to make good 
contact with the stock-rails (though 
often re-inforced by an electrical 
circuit through the auxiliary contacts 
on the switch machines), see fig. 5. 

Switch machines should receive 
enough voltage to throw them with 
a “zing.” 18 to 24v AC or DC is sug- 
gested here. Preferably it should not 
come from the power pack, for trains 
will slow when a switch is thrown, 
but from a separate transformer— 
one, perhaps, from your old toy 


trains. ; 
A great deal of poor operation 


through switches can be avoided by 
avoiding dangerous maneuvers. Even 
though the switches (and rolling 
stock) may not be 100% perfect, you 
can appear to have good operation 
by being careful. In fig. 7 we have 
a train on the main line which we 
propose to back through the cross- 
over to the parallel track, then off 
into the yards. If this is a one-car 
and caboose train as drawn, this 
should be easily done. But if it is a 
ten or twenty car train, or if it is a 
steam locomotive doing the pushing 
—with trailing truck and 14-wheel 
tender perhaps—you may be asking 
for trouble. Needless to say you’d 
have to run:slowly, but not slowly 
enough to stall. And you’d have to 
keep an eagle eye on the wheels of 
the train to stop-her at the first 
almost unnoticed sign of derailment. 
Maybe you’d make it. Plenty of model 
rails do after months perfecting their 
trackwork and more months main- 
taining it. But work out such things 
when you are alone and in a relaxed 
mood. : 

Track spikes, as drawn with little 
black triangles, are not necessary at 
all points shown unless a switch be 
totally hand made. This shows, fig. 
1, where you may put them, avoiding 
points where there is another rail 
abutting such as guard rails, wing- 
rails, or points. It does indicate that 
you should put three or four spikes 
at the ends of each rail section where 
that section ends whether at a rail- 
joiner against another piece of rail, 
or against the heel of the points. 
Spikes do not have to be put exactly 
where drawn. It is sturdiest to run 
them through ties, and if this splits 
ties, drill tiny holes first. Never run 
a spike in a hole where another has 
been removed. And as mentioned in 
RMC March 1964, use longer O — 
spikes even for HO. 
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Denver & Rio Grande Western RPO-Baggage Cars Nos. 62 
and 63, as used on the Santa Fe Branch. End door is found 
on baggage end only. 
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CURVED END RAILINGS ON NO. 62 ONLY. 
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LTHOUGH abandoned in August 
1941, the “Chili Line” branch of 
the Denver & Rio Grande Western 
has been preserved in photos and, in- 
creasingly, in model form. It was a 
picture of the Chili Line two car 
mixed traincrossing the Rio Grande 
River that first interested the author 
in the Colorado narrow gauge trains. 
I could not imagine a rail line that 
needed a 2-8-2 to handle a two-car 
train. Now a quarter of a century 
later I have this same train operating 
on my On3 layout. 
The Santa Fe branch of the D& 
RGW was completed in 1895 when

the D&RG took over the Texas, Santa 
Fe & Northern. By 1895, the agree- 
ment between the D&RG and the 
AT&SF lapsed. The lapsed agreement 
made in 1880 had prevented the D& 
RG from building any further south 
than 75 miles south of Antonito, Colo- 
rado. Details of this agreement can 
be found in a history of the Denver 
& Rio Grande. 

During the life of sie Santa Fe 
branch, a variety of locomotives were 
used. Since the line originally was 
laid with 30 lb. rail, the class C-16 
2-8-0’s and 42 class 4-6-0’s were used 
on all trains. As the years passed, the 
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track was replaced with 70 lb. rail, 
permitting the operation of larger 
K-28 class Mikado type locos. Photos 
of the Chili Line taken back in the 
late 1920s and early 1930s also show 
class T-12 4-6-0 types in use on the 
line. Engine No. 169 on display at 
Alamosa, Colorado, is an example of 
the T-12 class loco. 

The plan presented here shows the 
RPO baggage combination used on 
the Chili Line at the end of service 
on the branch. The RPO combine 
had a roof walk that permitted the 
train crew to go between the locomo- 
tive and the coach. The coach was 
equipped with a bay window so that 
a caboose was not required. Detail 
photos of the cars are available from 
John W. Maxwell, 3220 Balsam St., 
Wheatridge, Colorado. He sends a 
list if you include a stamped addressed 
envelope. ei

rs probably safe to say that most 
model railroaders are steam loco- 
motive fans. Many like myself pat- 
tern their railroads after an actual or 
fictitious prototype in a period before 
the diesel completely replaced steam. 

I suppose, without the benefit of any 
factual survey, that the majority have 
strictly steam railroads as do most of 
my friends. Some have steam with a 
few diesels, claiming that their rail- 
roads are in the transition period. 
Once in a great while you come across 
a fellow who believes only in up to 
date railroading with nothing but 
diesel power. Usually these fellows 
will follow a particular prototype and 
for the most part obtain their motive 
power completely painted. 

A refreshing approach to modern 
railroading is shown by Dick Kraus 
of Los Angeles who has some ‘20 odd 
diesels and a single steam locomotive. 
Sometimes I think that Dick’s purpose 
in keeping that steam engine around 
is merely to maintain the fiction of 
dragging it to the scrap yard with a 
diesel engine. 

Dick and I railroad together several 
times each month on my Alturas & 
Lone Pine RR and lately I’ve noticed 
that each time he comes over he 
brings another diesel engine. Always 
they are beautifully painted and de- 
tailed for one of his two railroads: 
Western Continental, a _ transconti-

tures described previously.

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HIS little structure serves as a 
vantage point whereby log jams 
may be disengaged by means of long 





poles. It doubles as a boathouse. It 


is, in effect, a shed atop a raft atop 
eight long discarded oil drums. 

A glance at figures 15-19 shows con- 
struction details and dimensions. Fig- 
ure 18 is typical of all of the plat- 
forms in the model itself. Don’t forget 
to drill and set the castings in the 
two posts as shown in figure 19. Paint 
the drums and roof black, the raft 
dark earth colors, the walls flat white 
and add grey trim. The finishing 
touch is a bit of tan thread (mooring 
line) wound about the 3/32” post. 

The walkway is shown in figure 
20 as well as the two posts that hold 
it in place from the wharf. Note that 
the railing is at a 10° cant; the direc- 
tion of the cant is also important. 
Notch the walkway to receive the 
stanchions. Walkway is brown with 
white railing. 

Some time ago, I described a simple 
way to make rather realistic logs (see 
fig. 14). I suspect you’ll want a few 
and you should at least have one to 
cement in place atop the slide as 
though it were just being expelled. 
A few of these spliced evenly down 
the middle (as in the oil drum opera- 
tion) will make a nice touch when 
layed upon the “rivers” surface to 
simulate logs floating downstream. 

Test fit all of your units together as 
per photos and if you are satisfied 
with the alignment, start to model 
them into your layout. The ground 
contours will have to be observed 
between the powerhouse and the 
main building as indicated in figure 
10. A trestle might be modeled in here 
also. Ground detail underneath the 
building and along the riverbank is 
a difficult business to accomplish, so 
you can save yourself a messy job 
by stuffing the opening with clumps 
of lichen, as I did. 

Make a few signs from India inked 
cardstock or if you’re the resourceful 
type, make use of decals. 

To make your model completely 
functional in appearance, don’t waste 
that mooring line on the floathouse 
—add a boat! P=}

Their bright 
colors and brass trim ushered 
in a new toy train era. 


iB its 1926 catalog, Lionel introduced 
a new line of O gauge freight cars: 
the famous 810 series. They described 
these cars as follows, “In designing 
this marvelous new series of Lionel 
‘O’ Gauge Freight Cars, our aim has 
been to express the individuality of 
every type of commercial freight car 
used on all railroads. Many new fea- 
tures never before carried out to such 
perfection are apparent in these cars. 

“The cars are of all-steel construc- 
tion—trucks are of a new design and 
are fitted with nickeled journals—cars 
have automatic couplers and the 
bodies of some types have inserted 
brass panels, highly polished, upon 
which the name and number are 
etched. This exclusive Lionel method 
of manufacture not only adds to the 
appearance of the cars, but greatly 
strengthens them. The cars are enamel 
finished in attractive colors. 

“All the skill of Lionel designers 
and engineers plus the manufacturing 
experience of twenty-six years has 
been brought to bear in the produc- 
tion of these new cars.” 

There were six cars in the first 
year’s introductory lineup. These 
were the 811 Flat Car, 812 Gondola 
Car, 813 Cattle Car, 814 Box Car, and 
815 Oil Car. All cars measured 8-3/4 
inches in length over end sills, vary- 
ing in height from 3-1/4 inches for the 
gondola to 4-3/8 inches for the box 
car and 4-5/8 inches for the -center 
cupola caboose. All cars including the 
caboose used the same fish belly type 
chassis, which effectively did away 
with any need on Lionel’s part to in- 
clude center sills of any form of 
underbody detail. 
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Period modeling greatly restricts the euipment 
available to the modeler but provides its own 
special rewards in research and careful modeling. 
Ample equipment is offered the modeler. 


F 1830-1860 is somewhat too restric- 

tive for the would-be period rail- 
roader, the period from 1860-1890 
offers both HOers and O gaugers 
enough locomotives, cars, and the 
ever important parts to do a credit- 
able building job. Modelers in the 
other scales and gauges don’t fare 
quite as well commercially, which 
means that they’ll have plenty of 
scratchbuilding to do. 

HOers have a good selection of 
locomotive models in a wide range 
of prices. Pacific Fast Mail’s gorgeous 
Virginia & Truckee “Reno” is a fast 
stepping American type with long, 
sleek lines that still captures the 
thrills of yesteryear. Ideal companions 
to this venerable loco of the 1870’s are 
the Tyco General and the AHM-Poch- 
er Virginia & Truckee “Reno,” both 
4-4-0 types also. Both of these locos 
are offered in several road names al- 
though many modelers will want to 
do a complete paint and detailing 
job on these locos. 

Supplementing the above three 
steamers are the cast metal New One 
imports in the Aristo-Craft line, 
offered through Pilk’s. As is or with 
as much revamping as you’d desire, 
these locos provide the other engine 
types needed to round out the roster 
for every type of sefvice. For an 
0-4-0 switcher, the 1880 CB&Q balloon 
stacker with slope back tender. Also 
interesting is the 1872 saddle tank 
0-6-0 with diamond stack through

Thomas Industries once offered a 
sleek 4-4-0 diamond stacker in O 
gauge but this has been discontinued 
for some years. All- Nation Lines’

it could be aged 10 to 15 years. The 
same would hold true for Lobaugh’s 
4-4-0 and 2-6-0, and the chunky 
Thomas (discontinued) 2-8-0. 

Cars are plentiful although the 
manufacturers don’t actively promote 
them enough. Tyco has 1860 period 
freight and passenger cars in HO, 
ready to run.

A FREQUENTLY heard excuse for 
not building a model railroad 
layout is that the armchair modeler 
intends to move house next year, two 
years, etc .. . and then, boy-oh-boy, 
with that new cellar, just see the pike 
I build! When the move does come 
off, Mr. Armchair is out of it most 
of the time doing the million things 
that need to be done around the new 
home, so that the model railroad gets 
put off for a few more years. 

The Cambria & Indiana is planned 
to override this excuse, provided that 
time can be made before the “big 
move” to build a layout at all. It 
consists of a basic four by eight 
table, solidly constructed to move 
well, with an auxiliary L-shaped one- 
foot wide addition around some of the 
walls of the present basement. The 
idea is that.the 4 x 8 table will 
be moved intact, but that the foot 
wide extensions will be temporary 
only. If they later fit in, in the new 
house, fine; otherwise they will be 
dismantled and the parts used. 

The main 4 x 8 table, with the ex- 
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ception of the rising track, is rather 
conventional. There is a 22” radius 
oval, which is offset toward one end 
enough to allow other tracks across 
the one end. A 20” radius yard lead 
swings around the top end of the 
oval (on the dwg.), and continues 
on up-hill to connect, after crossing 
above itself and the main line, with 
the foot-wide shelf extension. What 
it will connect with after the big 
move is presently not settled. The 
yard lead connects with the main 
line by a regular #6 LH switch at 
the back (right), and by a #6 RH 
crossover at the front (left). Switch- 
es in and around the yards are reg- 
ular (all-rail frog) #4s, but the two 
industrial sidings at the bottom of 
the plan are to be #4 Custom/Line 
switches to fit in better with the 22” 
radius of the main line. At Cambria 
station, the switch is shown as a 3- 
way one, mainly because the party 
for whom the original plan was made 
(upon which this is based) had a 
three-way switch which he wished to 
use. Obviously, the track along the 





top of the drawing, with which this 
connects, could be connected to the 
main line by a separate switch in 
various ways, or even not connected 
at all! 

Insulated rail-joiners divide the 
4 x 8 layout up into two main con- 
trol sections; M the main line oval, 
and N the yard lead, yard, engine 
terminal, and branch line. While the 
branch is indicated as being 1” in 36” 
grade, about 3%, only the center of 
its three inch rise is that, the first 
and last inch of rise being stretched 
out to a lesser grade. Here we can 
afford the room. Better operation 
will be the reward. 

The extension to Nanty Glo and 
Ebensburg connects with the main 


platform, matching up letters A, B, 


and C. (D indicates that the mine 
spur over main table could be ex- 
tended farther; E indicates that the 
switchback branch could be extended 
in other ways; both perhaps on nar- 
row tablework to the right. 

The L would be a pretty interest- 
ing model railroad all by itself, some- 
thing you might study if you have a 
long and very narrow shelf where you 
can put a pike, whether you’re going. 
to move or not. 

From Nanty-Glo to Ebensburg, the 
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The narrow shelf layout takes on great apparent depth with such 
tricks as painted backgrounds and construction of vertical palisades 
or a city skyline with skyscraper building fronts. Even O gaugers such 
as Al Morey use the narrow shelf pike to expand their layout. 


plan shows that the track has over- 
head wire for trolley or pantograph 
operation, but will run 2-rail also. 
This is because the owner of the 
pike has rather a mixed lot of en- 
gines, including a steeple cab elec- 
tric, a Shay, a dockside, as well as 
a few diesel and steam road engines. 
So... after steam has made up the 
train, and eventually hauled it up 
the grade to Nanty Glo, the steam 
loco is dropped, and the steeple cab 
takes over, moving the train as far 
as Ebensburg, where most of the 
business is. If any cars are destined 
for down the switchback branch, they 
are taken there by the Shay-geared 
engine or, if that is out of service, 
by the dockside switcher. Meanwhile, 
the road steam engine has backed 
down the grade, see-sawed to the 
turntable, been reversed, and has 
now come up the grade to await the 
return of the electric powered freight 
near Nanty Glo. 

Also among the motive power of 
the Cambria & Indiana is an RDC. 
This is utilized for fast, frequent pas- 
senger service covering the whole 
line from Cambria to Indiana (round 
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and round a few times) to Nanty Glo, 
Ebensburg, then down the switchback, 
to end on the outer track at Cam- 
bria. 

The L was electrified originally 
because of the many coal mines in 
the vicinity. Coal being so cheap in 
the area, maybe a power house was 
erected near a source of water (as 
they usually are), ‘such as in place 
of the mine shown in the upper left 
corner of the plan. This would re- 
quire another service of the steeple 
cab (or whatever power served the 


L), hauling hopper cars from the 
other mines on the pike to this 
power house, and returning the 
empties. 


The tracks on the L are divided 
into control sections P, Q, and R, and 
while it would be nice to have each 
of these on a separate power pack 
or controller, at least while motive 
power is limited, all could be tied 
together (wired in parallel), keeping 
insulated rail joiners where they are, 
to one set of controls. Thus for the 
whole pike, you could get by with 
three controls, including the main 
table. aa

and several switching runs for local 
industries this information will be 
broken down into several Switch 
Lists and given to the different crews 
to handle the actual work. 

Very few model railroads are large 
enough to require the services of 
more than a single switch crew in 
any yard and normally the same 
crew will make up and break down 
trains and also handle the industry 
switching for the area. In our prev- 
ious discussions of car routing we 
have been thinking in terms of a 
specific car coming from dead stor- 
age, being switched to an industry 
for loading, after loading being 
switched into a main line train where 
it is taken to another town and the 
reverse process followed to deliver 
the car to its destination. In our 
model railroad operations we repeat 
this process time after time, but on 
the prototype there are often things 
which interfere with this routine 
such as minor repairs, packing wheel 
bearings, cleaning the car, or weigh- 
ing the loaded car to determine the 
shipping charges. 

As operating model railroaders we 
are aware that these things happen, 
but we seldom have the opportunity 
of working them into our own operat- 
ing procedures. Far be it from me to 
suggest that such things should be a 
part of everyday operations, but per- 
haps in an unexpected form they 
might add zest to our operations. At 
least, if nothing else, they can stim- 
ulate our thinking on the subject of 
operation to where each of us can 
incorporate one or more of these 
special situations into our regular 
operating procedure which will make 
it seem more realistic to our group. 

As an example of the type of thing 
I’m thinking of, let me tell you of one 
‘gimmick’ which we use on the Alt- 
uras & Lone Pine. Every time a 
freight train arrives in a terminal 
yard and is broken down the caboose 
is turned on the turntable so that in 
operation the marker lights are al-

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ways at the rear. True you can ac- 
tually shift the marker lights from 
one end of the car to the other, but 
in HO scale it can be rather destruc- 
tive of equipment and loose marker 
lights have been known to fall off, 
particularly in inaccesible places like 
under a mountain. The real point. is 
that by using a gimmick of this sort 
certain items of work can be built 
into your operating system. They can 
be accomplished by local rule and 
once learned by the operating crews 
will require no further instructions, 
special cards, or written notices to in- 
sure that they are done. 

To go back to Coley’s letter in 
which he included copies of the Car 
Clerk’s Work Sheet or List which are 
sent to the Yard Office we can find 
examples of things which we can use 
as gimmicks to liven up our model 
railroad operation, particularly the 
terminal yard switching chores. The 
method to be used in incorporating 
them into an operating session might 
be a series of file cards with differ- 
ent problems written on them and 
drawn at random or at some definite 
time during the operation. As with 
many games the card would present 
an obstacle or problem which would 
have to be solved in addition to the 
regular operating procedure. They 
could be piled face down at the Dis- 
patcher’s operating p: jition and he 
could turn one up each half hour or 
so and issue orders to the affected 
train crew. 

For example one card might say, 
“Main Line Freight, Eastbound Fifth 
car has developed a hot box, set out 
at next available spur.’ The card 
would be handed to the crew running 
this train and when they reached a 
trailing point spur they would then 
set-out the affected car before con- 
tinuing on their run. Obviously this 
type of situation may require some 
modification of your card system if 
you use one in operation. 

Another gimmick of this sort used 
periodically in ALP operating ses- 
sions results from a derailment caused 
by operator error. This is a derail- 
ment of a car resulting from the en- 
gineer backing through a_ closed 
switch, or throwing a switch under a 
moving train. The main point is that 
the derailment is the result of an 
error on the part of the operator and 
not caused by faulty equipment. At 
such times the dispatcher will create 
a wreck train which must be brought 
from one of the terminal yards to 
the point of the accident and the 
crane switched into the proper posi- 
tion to replace the car on the track. 
This entire operation can cause all 
sorts of interesting problems and if 
you happen to be operating on a 
schedule the time delay can be dis- 
astrous to the time-table. 

The setting in the Car Clerk’s List 
which follows is on the Alturas & 
Lone Pine track diagram which we’ve 
used in the past columns for illustra- 
tive purposes and the car reporting 
marks are also from the model scene 
though the situations as described are 
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real from Coleys’ lists.

Bulline Packers require a couple 
of reefers all iced and ready to load 
not later than Friday morning so the 
car clerk checks the yard and finds 
‘a pair of Marijuana Central Reefers 
in yard storage.

These three Texas & Rio Grande 
Western tank cars which are now 
empty should be pulled from the oil 
loading racks and placed in the yard 
for return to Radebaugh Drilling Co. 
at Sonora. No. 224 tank has been 
found to be contaminated and they 
have requested that his car be steam 
cleaned. While you may not have a 
car rebuilding and_ refurbishing 
building on your system you could 
handle such work at your engine 
terminal. It gives you an excuse to 
route an oil tank car to the round- 
house where it can be set on one of 
the tracks for cleaning and then 
moved back to the yard. If you use 
oil burning steam locomotives or 
diesel engines don’t forget to oc- 
casionally send a tank car to your en- 
gine service facilities to replenish the 
supply of fuel oil.

good detail. There is even a small 
valve on the back of the tender. Some 
of the castings might had finer detail, 
but considering the other virtues, this 
is a small complaint. 

The locomotive is driven by a ten- 
der drive with a brass worm and 
gear. The worm shaft can be ad- 
justed with tiny set screws to pro- 
vide minimum gear noise. 

On the test track, the engine drew 
.3 amps. in either direction and after 
a break-in period, ran quietly. The 
biggest complaint was that the engine 
slipped quite a bit, not uncommon in 
such a small locomotive model. In an 
engine this light with tender drive 
there is a tendency for the drive shaft 
to take some of the weight off the 
drivers. Since there is ample room in 
the boiler, we poured the cavity full 
of Cerro Safe low melting metal, 
solving the slippage problem. 

After the break-in period and modi- 
fications suggested above, the test 
model ran very well and is considered 
well worth having by the HOnd@er.

Broken Driver: 

I. Dornstetter: One of the driving 
wheels of my ‘old all-metal John 
English Yardbird (P.R.R. A-5 0-4-0) 
has disintegrated. Please tell me 
where a new wheel may be obtained, 
and how to put it on. 

ANSWER: Separate wheels are no 
longer sold and never were available 
for that engine. Pairs of drivers 
mounted on axles are sold, though 
what you’d get today for the Yard- 
bird are Mantua Big Six or Switcher 
drivers. Better buy both geared and 
ungeared sets since more old drivers 
may disintegrate before you are done. 
The gear should match the original 
worm, and axles are the same di- 
ameter. 

While it is quite possible to remove 
a driver and put on a new one, taking 
care to get it in quarter (could be the 
subject of a whole article) and to 
correct gauge, the fact that you have 
to ask the question suggests that it 
would be beyond you. 

When zinc-base die casting metal 
(called Zamak) gets old, it often gets 
brittle and/or warps.

Wiring Bugs 
H. Harrison: Three friends and I 
built a large HO layout in my cellar. 
One concentrated on the trackage, I 
concentrated on the rolling stock, and 
the third fellow made the wiring and 
a signaling system on the main line. 
All was well until No. 3 moved away 
from the area. Several gremlins have 
now popped up in the wiring and 
signaling. Is there anybody in this 
vicinity, or elsewhere, who will come 
and find and fix the troubles. It 
should not take long since the wiring 
is quite neat, and I have complete 
diagram. 

ANSWER: Sure, there’s somebody. 
Get yourself in correspondence with 
“No. 3” and tell him all your troubles, 
breaking them down one by one. If 
he has a wiring diagram, he probably 
will be able to give you some ideas 
on what to look for but you’ll be your 
own trouble-shooter. I doubt if you 
could find anyone, except a replace- 
ment No. 3, who would wade through 
the diagrams and actual wiring on 
anything but an hourly basis—and 
you know electronics experts don’t 
work free! I’d suggest either a re- 
placement No. 3 man, or ripping out 
his wiring and installing your own 
that you understand.

Road to Rail 
E. MacIntire Jr.: I built a railbus 
similar to the one in May ’63 RMC, 
but it does not run well except at 
full speed, and full speed is much to 
high. How can I get smoother and 
slower operation? 
ANSWER: You are probably picking 
up with just one wheel, so that any 
dirt on the track will interfere with 
smooth running at slow speed. At the 
same time, the vehicle is so small that 
additional weight to crush through the 
dirt on the track is impossible to add. 
Pick-up feelers on the other insulated 
wheels would probably cause those 
wheels to drag and make the motor 
run hot. Best idea I can suggest is to 
make a small four-wheel “baggage” 
trailer out of solid metal and wire its 
wheels to assist in both pick-up and 
return. The trailer, which could be 
built on a Kemtron work-train flat 
car, would be permanently coupled 
and wired to the bus.
